The name of the fourth ſhip was Gelderland, of 
burden about foure hundꝛethtuns.

Texell the firſt of May 1 598, Stilo Nouo, being the

The 26,01 Auguſt with thax Gippes wee came 
withinthe view of Madagaſcar, and the 29 Vee They mecte 
met vwitya ſhip of 3eland called the Long-barke, wich athip £1 
which had put to ſea befoze vs, and now kept aloe le. 
from vs, ſuppoſing we were enemies: but at length 
perceuung by our flagges what we were, they ſent 
their Pinnas abowzd vs, reiopcing greatly to haue 
met with vs, becauſe that diuers of their men were 
ſicke, andten were already dead: and they had in all 
but ſeuen men abod the (hippe that were meat⸗ 
whole, and eleuen marriners to guide the chtppe. 

Uiee agred to relieue them with ſome ſupplie of 
men: but thꝛough darkenelle and great winde wee 
lolt them againe. 8 — 
Akter this, we the Admiral Mauritius, the Yo!- 
landia, q the pinnas Ouerülſell keeping together, 
came to the Illand of Santa Maria, befoze the The 10+ of 
great bay of antogil in Madagaſcar: where wee 242 Maria. 
got a ſmall quantity of Rice. We twke the King 
7 who paide foz his Ranſome a Cow anda 

at calte. 

In this Iſland we found no great commodity:fo2 
being the month of September the ſeaſon was not 
foꝛ am fruits: the Oꝛanges had but flowers: Le- 
mons were ſcant: of Sugar canes and Hens there 
was ſome ſtoꝛe, but the Inhabitants were not very 
foꝛward in bꝛinging them out. 

Heere wee ſawe the hunting of the Whale (a 
ſtrange paſtime) certaine Indians in a Canoa, 02 willing of the 
boate following a great Uhale , and witha har- bal 
ping Iron, which they caſt foꝛth, piercing the whals 
body, Which yꝛon was faltned toa long rope ied

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cye barkes ot trees, and lo tied faſt to their Canoa, 
Alithis while pꝛicking and wounding the TMhale 
ſo much as they could, they made him furiouſly to 
ſtriue to andfro,ſwiftlylwimming in the ſea, pluc⸗ 
king the canoa after him: ſometimes tolſling it vp 
and downe. as lightly as it it had bæn a ſtrawe: the 
Indians in the meane time being cunning lwim⸗ 
mers taking ſmall care thoughthey were caſt ouer⸗ 
bod, toke faſt hold by the boat ſtil and ſo after ſome 
continuance ofthis ſpoꝛt the whale wearied k wa⸗ 
ring kaint, and ſtaining the ſea red with his bloud, 
they haled him toward the choꝛe, and when they had 
gotten him ſo neare choꝛe on the ſhallowe that the 
molt part of him appeared aboue water, they dꝛew 
him aland and hewed him in pieces, euery one ta- 
king thereof what pleaſed them, which was to vs 
a ſtrange ſight. It is repozted that the Indians 
of Terra Flozida vſe the like fiſhing koꝛ the Mhale. 
Our men might haue taken lome part thereof, but 
2 ed it: the pieces therof were ſo like larde oz fat 

acon. | 

From thence we made toward the great Bay of 
Antogill and ancoꝛed vnder the Jfland, where wee 
twketn frech water, ee 
Pur Indians that were bꝛought from thence by 
them of the fozmer voiage (the names of vhome 
were Madagaſcar the one, andthe other Laurence) 
wee offered to let there on land, but they refuſed, 
chuſing rather to tarry with vs and to be apparel- 
led, then to go naked in their owne countrey : woꝛ⸗ 
king and moyling foꝛ a miſerable liuing, oppoſing 
their bare ſkins to the behemency of the ſunne and 
weather: and their excuſe was, that in that place 
they were ſtrangers and had none arquaintance. 
Our bizre continued god ontill we were paſſed 
the Cape de bona ſperamza. From thence we began o

mingle it with water hauing a portion of wine al- 
lowed vs twile a day, and this allowance continued 
ontill our returne into Bolland. 
ue went with our boates vp the riuer ſceking 
keklkreſbing: but the Jnhabitants gaue vs to vnder⸗ 
fltand by ſignes that wee might returne, koz there 
was nothing to be had. UT roweo into the riuer 
about thc leagues, and found their repoꝛt to bee 
true. Tye caule was, that the Kings made warre 
there one againſt an other, and ſo ali the victuals 
were in manner deſtroied, inſomuch that the In⸗ 
habitants themſelues many ot them periched foz 
hunger, and in one ok thele battailes one of their 
Kings was lately ſlaine.Mherkoze after fine dates 
abode and no longer, we departed, in Gods name 
made toſea again. directing our courſe the ſixteenth 
of September foz Jaua. About the nintentch of 
Nouembcr we came within ſight of Sumatra, and 
the 26. of the ſame moneth : 595, wee in the thae 
thippes afozeſaid, to wit, the Mauritius our Id. 
mirall, the Hollandia, and the ODueriſlell, arriued They arrive 
beko e the cittyof Bantam in Jaua. Pzeſently vp⸗ bantam. 
on this our arriuall, our Admirall and Generall 
Maſter lacob van Neck, ſought with all friendſhip 
to traſtique with the people of the [aide towne of 
Bantam, ſending Maſter Cornelis Heem:kerck on 

land to ſheivtyein what we were, fo2 they thought 
vs to be the very lame men that had been there the 
peaͤre befoze, and al that while guarded che ſea colt, 
as being aiſurediy perſuaded that we were pirates 

and ſea rouers. But we, to make them vnderſtand 
the conttary, ſent on lande one bdol of China a 
cCaptiue or theirg, whom we bꝛought from them in 
our firſt voyage; by whole meanes we got audience 
andcredie: anoſowepzeſentedour gits and pꝛe. me prelene 
ſeuts to th. Aing, which was but a childe ; andthe as e

chiete gouernour called Cepliar, hauing the kingip 
autyhouty, molt thankfully receiued the ſame in the 
name of his King. The laid pzeſents werea faite 
couered cup ot fituer and gilt, certaine beluets and 
clothes of ſilke, with very tine dzinking glaſſes and 
excellent loking glaſſes, and ſuch other gikts moꝛe. 
Likewiſe we pꝛelented our letters ſcaled verycoltly 
with the great ſeale of the noble c mighty loꝛds the 
Eſtates generall of the vnited Pzovinces, and of 
punce Mauritz, Whome they termed their Pꝛince. 
Whic)ietters were by them receiued with great 
reuerence, cr ping vpon their knas:andethe ſame 
being well peruſed, read, and examined) they found 
thereby our honeſt intent and determination foz 
traffike :tnſomuch that à mutuall league of friend- 
chip andalliance was concluded, and we were freely 
Trade licenſed lic nſed to trade and traſtike in ſuch wile, that euen 
the fourth day of our arriual we began toladeʒ and 
within koure oz fiue weekes all our foure chips ha⸗ 
uing taken in their full fraight, were ready to de⸗ 
_ park. | | 1 
When our thx chippes akoꝛeſaid had remained 
there welnigh a moneth, about Newpearſ-tide ar- 
riued the other fiue chippes of our company beſoze 
mentioned in very god manner, and well conditio⸗ 
Tae whole ned. Ind ſo our whole fleete of eight chips toyfully 
ficermecrbe- met together and had none 02 very tee licke per⸗ 
ole zantam ons among them, hauing loſt by death in the whole 
fiete but 35 men in all, ot which number lome pe- 
riched thꝛough their owne negligence. Upon this 
happymeæting wee diſplated our flags, fireamers, 
and enlignes after the bꝛaueſt manner, honouring 
and greeting one one another with volletes of ſhot, 
making gwichere, and (which was no ſmall mat- 


ter) growing moze deep!yinfauour withthe townC- 
men of Bantam, Unto vs were daily bzought a- 
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of y2ns, egs, Cocos, bonai:os, ſugar-canes, cakes 
made of rice, and a certaine kinde of god dzinke 
which is there made by the men ot China. Thus 
the people daily bartered with vs foz pewter and 
other wares, giuing lo much diguals to a pewter 
ſpone, as might well ſulftce one man toz an whole 
weeke . Tee trucked likewiſe tz diuers other 
things, as fo2 poꝛcellan diſhes and ſuch like. Yow- 
beit that which our Indian Abdoll declared name⸗ 
lp, that moze chips were comin: ng betides the tha 
_ afozeſaid, and that others belide them allo were 
ſent out of Seland) little tended to our commodity; 
fo2 thereupon the Jauans twke occaſion to inhanſe Theprice of 
the pꝛice of their pepper; inſomuch that we were 1 
foꝛced to pay f025 5 pounds of pepper firlt thꝛee, and 
afterward foure Reals of eight: neither did they 
demaund oꝛ call foꝛ any thing ſo muchas fo the ſaid 
Reals of eight. Mercery o2 haberdachers wares 
were in no ſuch requelt as money. Alſo we much 
maruetled, how the Jauans ſhould tell vs of moꝛe 
chippes to come, making ſignes with their foure 
lingers and thunb, that foure Lyma (which woꝛd 
in their language ſignineth chippes) were com- 
ming. 
Alnd here you are to bnderſtand, that our Gene- 
rall Maſter Van Neck, together with the commiſ⸗ 
{aries 02 fact 02s,thoughyt good, beſides the th for- Foure ſhips 
ſaid chips that came arft, to lade one other, to wit, laden. 
the greater pinnaſle called Frifland , whereof was 
Matter lacob Corneliſon,and Factoz Walter Ville- 
kens. Thele foure ippes hauing receiued their ful 
fraigyt,and giuen notice ontandof their departure 
(to the end that none of their creditours might bee 
vnpaid) and alſo hauing well pꝛouided themlelues 
ok rice and mier, enn the thirteenth ot Janu-

theirdepar- APY 1599, and ſapledto Sumatra, where theytoke 
dei le in krech water; kozthat the water of Bantam firſt

Upon the land ok Sumatra we barteredknines, 
ſpones, loking⸗glaſſes, bels, nobles and ſuch like, 
for ſundzy fruits, to wir, melons. cucumbers, oni⸗ 
ons, garlike, and pepper though little in quantity, 
pet excding good. 
Saſemolonke Ie had to deale with aa notable Merchant of 
a notable mar. Bantam „named i aleinolonke, whole tather was a 
chant of han. Caltilian, which ſold vs not much leſſe then an hun- 
wa dꝛeth laſt of pepper Ye was moſt defirous to baue 
traueiled with vs into Bolland: but mildoubting 
the diſpleaſure and eu l will orthe king, and fearing 
leaſt his gods might haue bin conhſcated, he durſt 

not aduenture vpon che voiage. oy 
Certaine daies befoꝛe our departure from Ban⸗ 
The ſour ocher CAM Were the other foure ſhippes diſpatched to go 
ſhips ſent to fo2 the Moluccas , And ouer tem was appointed 
the Moluccas. 88 Admiral and Generall Maſter Wybrant van 
Warwicke in the ſhippe called Amlterdam, ſt lacob 
Eeemsterck Mireadmirall in the ſhippe Gelderland, 
the other two chippes in conſoze with them being 

Zeland and Utrecht bekoꝛe mentioned 

Theſe fourc made ſaile towards the Moluccag, 
and parted krom vs the 8. of January in the night, 
and in taking of our leaues both of vs toge tier. 
made ſuch a terrible thunder ing noiſe. with our oꝛ⸗ 
dinance, that the townſemen were vp in Alarme, 
vntill they knee the reaſon thereof, The people 
were glad of their departure, hauing ſome miſtruſt 
of 98, remaining there ſo ſtrong with 8. chips. And 
they aſked daily when wee chould depart, making 
great ſped to heix vs vnto our lading and chewing 
themlelues molt leruiceable vnto bs.

This Iflard (as lohn Huighen van Linſchotten 
deſcribeth it) is repleniched with manifold commo- 
dities, as namely with goates, wude ſwine, Tur- 
kies, partriges, pidgeons, tc. But by reaſon that 
thoſe which arriue there vſe to diſcharge their oꝛz⸗ 
dinance, and to hunt and purſue the laide beaſtes 
and kowleg, they are now growen erceding wude | 
and hard to be come by. Certaine goates whereat | 
we ſhotte fled vp to the highchifies , ſo that it was — 1 
impoſſible to get them.

About the Az3ozes wee ſkwdin feare to meete with 
ſome Spanich Armada, becaule our men were 

growen faint and fœble by reaſon of their long voi- 
age . The 27 of June we entered the Spanich ſea. 
The 29 we found our ſelues to be in foꝛtie foure de- 
ares of noꝛtherlylatitude. The 6 of July our Ad⸗ 


mirall p Mauritius had two ok his maſtes blowne 


duerbozd; foꝛ which cauſe we were conſtrained to 
towe him along. The 11 of July wee paſſed the 
Sozlings. The 13 we lapled by Falmouth, Dart⸗ 


mouth 
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mouth and the Quaſquets. The 17 we pallev by 
Douer. The 19 meeting with ſome ſtoꝛmes and 
rainy weather we arriued at Texell in our owne 
natiue countrey, without any great miſfo2tune, 
ſaue that the Mauritius ance ſtroke on ground. 

Thus hauing attained to our wiched home, we 
gaue God thankes foꝛ this our ſo happy and pꝛol⸗ 
perous votage: becaule there neuer arrived in Yol- 
land any chippes ſo richly laden.

hundzeth thouſand people trauailing on fote and 
on hoꝛſeback vpon the yce , aslikewile that the ſaid 
ſleds were by hozſes dzawen ſo ſwiftly, that they 
made moze way in the houres than anymancould 

oonfote in tenne . And alſo that himſelfefoz plea- 
ure had bene ſo dꝛawen, the holes being bzauely 
adoꝛned with bels and cymbals. 

Howbeit they would hardly be induced to belaue 
that thoſe countries ould be ſo extreamely colde, 
and the waters ſo mightely krozen, as to beare ſuch 
an huge waight. 

Mee tolde them mozeouer , that Holland was a 
fre countrey, and that euery man there was his 
owne Walter, and that there was not one ſlaue oz 
captine in the whole land. 

Moꝛeouer, that the houſes, in regarde of their 
beautifull and lofty brilding, reſembled ſtately pal- 
laces, their inward rich furniture being altogether 
anſwerable to their — glozious ſhew. 


Jlſo, 
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auu, that the Churches (which he called Meſqui- 
tas) were of ſuch bigneſle dt capacity, as they might 
receiue the people of any pꝛety towne. 

He affirmed likewiſe, that the Hollanders with 
the alliſtance of their confederates and friendes, 
maintained warres againlt the King of Spaine, 
whole mighty puiſſance is feared and redoubted of 
all the potentates of Europa, 4 

And albeit the ſaid warres had continued aboue 
thirty yeares, yet that during all that time the 
ſaide Yollandersincrealedboth in might # wealth. 

In like ſozt he inkoꝛmed them of the ſtrange ſitu⸗ 
ation of Holland, as being a countrey dꝛiuing vpon 
the water, the earth oꝛ ground whereof, they vle 
in ſted of fe well, and that he had oft times warmed 
himlelfe, and had ſne meat dꝛelled with fires made 
of the ſame earth. 1 
In bꝛiefe, that it was a wateriſh and fennycoun- 
trey,and full of riuers, chanels, and ditches, and 
that therein was an innumt able multitude of 
boates and ſmall ſhippes, as likewiſe great ſtoꝛe of 
tall and ſeruiceable chips, wherwith they lailed vn⸗ 
to all quarters ot the wozld, ec. 1 
This man Abdoll wee found to bee a captiue oz 
ſlaue, and ſawe there his wife and childꝛen in very 
poꝛe eſtate dwelling in a little cottage not ſo bigge 
as àn hogſty: but by oure meanes he was made free 
and well rewarded. | 

Notwithſtanding he did but euil recompence bs: 
foꝛ he was charged to be the cauſe why pepper was 
foldedearer then oꝛdinary vnto vs by a penny inthe 
—.— foꝛ hee told them that certaine ſhippes of 
5 —_—_ other places were comnung thither- 
ardes. 

And here the reader is to vnderſtand, that ſome 
koure moneths befoze the ſaid thx ſhips arri 
n. 
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Bantam, the Poztugales came with an Armada The Porwuga!: 
ok gallies and fuſtes, being ſet koꝛth by the Uiceroy en 
of oa and the gouernour of Molucca, to intercept ac orc. 
the traſtique of the Hollanders vnto thoſe partes, Hollander. 
and to make them lohſe all their expenſes, labour, 
and time which they had beſtowed: and alſo that 
their great and rich pꝛeſentes which they gaue vn- 
to the Jauans the peare befoze, to bung them in⸗ 
to vtter deteſtationof the Yollanders, might not 
be altogether in vaine. 
The Generall ot them that came from Goa was 
Don Luis, and of thole that came from Molucca 
Don Emanuel! : who bzought their Armada befoze 
Bantam, intending to ſurpꝛize the citty, vnder pꝛe⸗ 
tence that the lame pzeparation was made to reliſk 
certaine pirates that came thither out ot Holland 
the laſt yeare, and were determined this yeare alſo 
to come againe. Under theſe colours they ſought to 
take the towne and to foꝛtilie the ſame, ⁊ they built 
certaine ſconces in the countrey, committing great 
 outrages.rauilhing the Momen, withmanp other 
villanies. Hereuponthe townſemen of Bantam ve⸗ 
ry ſecretly pꝛouided certaine gallies and fuſtes in 
great haſt, and ſodainly aſſailed the Poztugales 
befoze they were well aware of them: foz which 
caule finding but ſmall reſiſtance, they toke 3 Poz- 
tugalegallies with certaine ippes, and ſlewe a- ThePortugals 
bout 300 of them, taking 1 50 Poztugales pꝛiſo⸗ uimeg. 
ners, of which we daily ſaw ſome going vp#downe 
the ſtrætes of Bantam like flaues and captiues, 
I thele they toke about oo galli⸗ſlaues pꝛi- 
oners. _ 
Vpon this hard ſucceſle the reſt of the Poztugals 
betwke themlelues to flight: but whither they bee 
arriued at Goa oz Molucca, oz what is become of 
them lince, we are not able to auouch, The fozeſaid

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attempt and ouerthꝛowe, bꝛed greater enmitybe- 
twene the 0ztugales and chemot Bantam, and 
gaàue an eſpeciall occallon fo2 the aduauncement of 
our crab que,

buona eſpe· thought) by the Poꝛtugals liola de Don Galopes: but 
— they named it the Illand of Mauritius. Here they 
entered into an hauen, calling the lame Warwicke, 
after the name of their Uiceadmirall, we rin they 
found very good harboꝛow in twenty degræs ok ſou⸗ 
therly latitude. 
The Ile of This Illand being ſituate to the Eaſt of Mada⸗ 
Mauritusd& galcar, and containing as much in compaſle as all 
— Holland, is a betyhigh, godly, and plealant land, 
full of gran #fruitfull vallies, and repleniſhed with 
Palmito-træs, from the which dzoppeth holeſome 
Great ſtore of Wine. Like wiſe here are very many tres ok right 
Eben wood. Cbe nod as black às iet, and as ſmobth cc hard as 
the very Juozy: and the quantity of this wodts ſo 
exceeding,thatmany chips map be laden herewith. 
Foz to ſaile into this hauen vou muſt bꝛing the 
two higheſt mountaines one ouer the other, lea- 
uing ſire ſmall Jflands on your right hand, and ſo 
pou map enter in vpon 3o fadomes of water. Lying 
win the bay, they had 10,12, 14. fadoms. On their 
left had was a litle land which they named Hemſ⸗ 
kerk Jf1and, and the bay it ſelfe they called Warwick 
bay, às is befoze mentioned. Here they tarried 12 
daies to refreſh themlelues, finding in this place 
great quantity of foules twile as bigge as ſwans, 
which they called Walghltocks oz Wallowbirdes

which they couldealtly take and kil enen withlittle 
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being very godmeat. But finding alſoaboundance 

Ok piogeons t popiniapes, they diſdainꝛd any moꝛe 

to eat of thoſe great koules calling them cas betoꝛe)

Okt the ſaide Pidgeons and Popintayes they 

found great plenty being very fat and god meate, 


ſtickes: ſo tame they are byreaſony the Ille is not 

inhabited, neither be the liuing creatures therein 
accuſtomed to the light of men. 

Here they found rauens allo, and ſuch abundance 

o lich, that two men were able to catch enough foꝛ 

all fiue ſhips, 

Toꝛtoiſes they founde ſo huge, that tenne men Huge Tor. 
migyt ſit and dine in one of their chelles, and one ok 
them would cræpe awap, while two men {od vpon 
the backe thereof. . 

Here was founde ware alſo whiter then any of 
ours, lying about the ſtrande, bleached (as it is 
like) by the ſunne: and in lome ol this ware there 
were Arabian letters oꝛ characters pꝛinted: wher⸗ 
by it is pꝛobable, that ſome Arabian chip might bee 
calt away thereabout, out of which the laid ware 
might be dꝛiuen on land. N 

They found like wiſe Coꝛall on this land, and ma⸗ Cerail, 
ny tres which we call Palmitos, whereout dzop- nne 
peth wine as out of the Coco-tre : which wine be⸗ | 
ing kept, hathhis operation as our new pꝛeſt wine, 
but after ſome time it commeth vnto the tui vertue 
and perfection. 5 N 

The laid Palmitos they eſtæ med to bee à kinde 
ok wilde date⸗træs. SD | 

Ae ſought all the Iſland ouer foꝛ men, but could 
In 4p that it was wholly deſtitute of Inha⸗ 
tans. 
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Upon this Jfland we built anhouſe with a pul- 

pit therein, and left behind vs certaine wꝛitings as 

a token and remembꝛance of our being there and 

bpon the pulpit we left a Bible and a plalter lying. 

Thus after 12 daies aboad at this Jſland, being

cin Place · ing eule to get. and very ſweet andſauozy todzinke, 

and then let ſaile, mæting the tha other ſhips 
their conſozts at the time and place 
befoze mentioned.

The twenty nine came by vs the chip called the 
Long barke of Zeland, hauing in her but nine ſound 
men, tenne dead, and the reſt all licke ;but the ſame 
night we lolt the light of her againe.

The eighth of January, foure of the ſaid 5 new- 
come (hippes God lendthema p2oſperous voyage) 
ſet ſaile toward the Moluccas. | 
* Woxeouer our foure chippes being well and rich 
lyladen at Bantam made ſaile home warde the ele- 
uenth ok January, and the thirteenth, wee were 
chot as farre as the Illes of Sumatra. 

_ Thenineteenth, we pzoceded thence on our voi⸗ 
age, and the ſame day, to the great griefe of vs ail, 
died the Pilot of our Admirall, 
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de buona eſperanza. 


The eighth, wee doubled the ſame Cape, thence 
chaping our courſe foꝛ the Iſland ok Saint Helena, 
where the twenty rt we happily arriued, and de⸗ 
parted from thence vpon the fourth of Maie. |

ued our nattue countrey at Texell in Holland, ha- 
ning perkoꝛmed in the ſhozt ſpace of one yeare, two 
moneths andninetenedates, almoſt as long a voi⸗ 

age, as it we ſhould haue compaſſed the globe of 

the earth, and bꝛinging home with vs our 
kull fraight ofrichandgainfnll 
Marchandize.
